AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ CIRCULAR, 


When the “ American Publishers’ Circular” was established, it was announced 
that the Publishers’ Association had no design of realizing any pecuniary profit 
from it. The object was, simply, to establish a Convenient and Economical Mode 
of Communication among the Trade. It was, therefore, stated, that as fast as the 
Receipts of the Paper would warrant it, the rates of advertising would be re- 
duced. 

In pursuance of this policy, the Committee are now enabled to announce a 
very Material Reduction in these rates, to take place JULY 1st, 1856, as fol- 
lows :—

STATE OF THE BOOK TRADE. 





The excitement which precedes a presidential electien has caused 
some outward manifestations of publishing activity. Biographies of 
candidates are occupying the attention of booksellers and publishers to 
a degree far beyond the ordinary demands of this particular period, and 
it is with difficulty that the very large orders which publishers of 
campaign books receive can be fulfilled. Otherwise, as far as the evi- 
dences appear in the issuing of new works, the book business 
seems to be exceedingly dull. The dullness is, however, more apparent 
than real. A glance at our list of announcements will be sufficient to 
prove that publishers have no lack of work to do. At this particular 
season when so few new books are issued, a great many are generally 
in course of preparation, and ef those which are named in our list the 
greater portion may be expected before the Fall Trade Sales, which com- 
mence early in September. No doubt many new books are all ready, 
snugly packed away until the beginning of the business season. In 
many respects the indications are favorable. The volumes announced 
for publication are not only numerically important, but are generally of 

an elevated character, and exhibit a satisfactory condition of public 
taste. Indeed, circumstances have an effect upon literature against 
which it is useless to contend. The intense school must succumb to 
realities. No imagination, however inventive, could contrive, scenes of 
horror equal to those every-day or so improvised by railroad and steam- 
boat companies. Nothing but facts themselves wiil justify the publish- 
ing of such incidents as frequently do occur, and which render anything 
that the public would permit to fictitious narrative quite insignificant. 
What community will give a dollar to read how Reginald De Courcy 
escapes from the accumulated dangers of robbers, poison and pitfalls, 
when for two cents they can obtain all the particulars of the crushing, 
tearing, and roasting of a hundred human beings, to say nothing of “an 
account by an eye witness” of a slight affair which resulted in the 
drowning of twenty or thirty? Thus, no resource is left to the writers 
of harrowing tales but to become conductors or directors, in either of 
which capacities they may surpass their most startling literary effects. 
However, to return to the book-trade, most of the works now being 











issued are either the result of the exceptional demand of this season, or 
are the overflowings of a large and steady business, it being pretty well 
agreed that the heated term is not a propitious time for introducing 
new literary acquaintances to the public, whether owing to an indispo- 
sition on the part of the public to read, or a languidness on the part of 
booksellers prejudicial to the proper presentation of books, or both, 
which is more likely, we are unable to say positively. 

In this season of tranquillity, (always excepting the election) when 
even the turbulence at Washington has subsided, and the proceedings 
at San Francisco have become an old matter; with perfect quiet in the 
relations of the lately belligerent powers of the Old World, and no signs 
of trouble in the New; after satisfying the peculiar demands of the 
times for biographies of candidates, and manuals of patriotism in prose 
and verse, it may be expected that many ingenious heads are employed 
in creating, or at least compiling, some literary matter of permanent 
character and wide application. That many persons are engaged in 
writing books, is not to be questioned. No delusion is so common or 
adhered to with such tenacity as that of having the ability to writea 
beok. Among the number who entertain this impression but a small 
proportion, perhaps, endeavor to prove it by experiment. Of those who 
do, some are impelled by desire of fame, and some by desire of fortune ; 
but of all the unfortunates who rush into MS. but few rush inte print— 
the kind, deterring hand of the publisher prevents the rash act. Of 
course, they rave a little at want of appreciation, but soon grow calm, 
and with careful nursing resume their positions as useful, if net brilliant 
meinbers of society. Still, as everything has a beginning, en author is 
obliged to make a first appearance, which, thongh in many-enses his 
last, is often an initiation into the aristocracy of letters, the enly aris- 
tocracy which derives its rank from the people. One of the pleasantest, 
if not the most profitable, prizes to be gained in this straggling and un- 
easy world, is the reward of the successful author. But when gained, it 
is by no means the result of an accident, but is in consequence of ability, 
industry and perseverance, without which literature does not yield her 
wealth of fame. Whatever may be developed of new and original 
genius in the books which are announced for the future, we are left in 
no uncertainty as to the value‘of many with which we are familiar. 
Our list is too long for the classification we had intended, and we must 
content ourselves by directing attention to the many well-known names of 
authors, as well as the promising and attractive titles which it comteins. 
Election time, like a two-edged sword, cuts both ways; creating a de- 
mand for a peculiar cliss of books, it interferes with the reading of 
others, and we may consequently prepare ourselves to find the public 
somewhat absorbed by the poetry of politics when we come to offer a 
less pungent diet.

A Southern correspondent desires some information as to the par- 
ticular class of books issued by the different publishers, especially vith 
regard to works which represent peculiar political sentiments. He 
desires to learn whether there is at the North any publishing house 
which makes a speciality of Southern books, and predicts that the estab- 
lishing of such a house, if none already exist, would have a profitable 
result. Although nearly all book-publishers, except perhaps those en- 
gaged in issuing theological works, fix no restrictions upon the class of 


books which they may be willing to undertake, yet generally the business . 


has become divided, sufficiently to distinguish one from another, accord- 
ing to the particular department in literature with which they are 
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oanested. Yet, as the distinction implies a limit, we bave no authority 

pr defining it, The best way to ascertain what our correspondent 
know, is to consult the columns of the Circular. The adver- 
—— tiseme: publishers and the long list of announcements will enable 

_ ‘@ny one to a publisher to whom a peculiar sentiment, political or 
‘Peligious, will not be objectionable. Nor are we prepared to say that 
all publishers admit an identity between their own sentiments, and those 
of the books they prepare, though we presume that none would be willing 
to connect themselves with works which opposed positively their views 
upon matters of importance. The difficulty which our correspondent 
would be most apt to encounter, would be to satisfy the publisher of the 
éxistence of that profitable element which is an essential business con- 
sideration, independent of abstract morals or political prejudices. 

In the same communication a literary agency in this city is proposed, 
the object of which shall be to negotiate with publishers on behalf of 
authors. The plan is not anew one, has often been tried, and we doubt 
not, is to some extent in present operation; but we are unable to give 
just now any name with certainty. Upon some other matters of a more 
private nature we {shall communicate by letter. It will at all times 
afford us pleasure to give such information as we may possess to those 
who consult us. 
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EARLY AMERICAN LITERATURE. 
From “ Chambers’ Hand Book of American Literature.” 

A glance at the early history of the colonial times will be sufficient 
to show, that we must not expect to find here any writings to be classed 
with elegant literature. The Pilgrims who arrived at Plymouth in 
1620, and their followers who settled the States of New England, had 
generally a respect for learning in its relation to theology; but of imag- 
inative works, or any other form of literature written for amusement, 
they knew little or nothing. The cares of planting, building, and de- 
fending their property—“ the wilderness-work ” of the new colonies, as 
an old writer quaintly says—gave full employment to the majority ; 
while the few superior men—such as Cotton and Huoker—who enjoyed 
leisure, devoted it to the study of theology and church-discipline. Even 
the religious teachers in these times had their share of worldly cares. 
Roger Williams, who proclaimed, in the year 1631, the doctrine of e1\- 
tire liberty of conscience, and afterwards founded the colony o- ixh. 
Island, wrote several small books and pamphlets; but his life was not 
passed in quiet studies. ‘‘ My time,” he says, “ was not spent altogether 
in spiritual labors; but day and night, at home and abroad, on the land 
and water, at the hoe, at the oar—for bread.” 

During the early colonial period, including the latter part of the 
seventeenth century, the literature most worthy of notice consisted of 
journals, records, biographies, and various materials of history which 
have been serviceable to Bancroft, Hildreth, and other recent writers. 
The works of Winthrop, Hubbard, Cotton, Eliot, and other chroniclers 
and divines of the earliest time, might be left unnoticed, if we regarded 
an elegant style as the standard of worth in books; but to pass over 
suéh works as Winthrop’s Journal, the writings of Roger Williams, or 
the Magnalia of Cotton Mather—books reflecting the life and progress 
of a people—would' imply a narrow and arbitrary definition of litera- 
ture. We would rather regard it as the record of life, work, and 
thought, than as the plaything of idle minds; and, consequently, would 
prefer the diary of the laborious settler to the light tale or essay of 
more elegant authors who have little or nothing to say. The pamphlets 
of Williams, the founder of the colony of Rhode Island, have, with 
regard to style, no claims upon our attention ; yet their uncouth diction 
gave expression to some of the most important ideas connected with the 
welfare of mankind. 

“It will be tedious and useless to enumerate the titles and dates of the 
scattered materials of history found among early documents; and to 
give specimens of the crude diction used by many of the old colonists 
who wrote diaries of public and private transactions, would serve no 
‘good purpose. To indicate the fact, that America possesses a rich store 
— early times, it may suffice to mention, besides the Jour- 
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nal of Governor Winthrop, a few other works; such as Winslow’s Good ae: 
News from New England, and Mourt’s Relation, both giving “a detailed 
and most interesting narrative of the affairs of Plymouth Colony, for 
the first three years after the landing of the Fathers. These and varioug 
documents relating to the discovery and colonisation of the New World, 
it is well known, were collected at the time they were printed, by the 
indefatigable Samuel Purchas, and published by him in an abridged 
form, in that invaluable store-house of historical knowledge which he 
entitles his Pilgrimes. The number of these tracts and pamphlets, 
however, was so great, that even that immense repository could con. 
tain but a small part of them.” Bishop Kennett’s catalogue, entitled s 
Bibliothece Americane Primordia ( 713), occupies a quarto volume of : 
275 pages. For numerous tracts and papers interesting to the specia 
student of American history, we may refer to the publications of the 
Massachusetts Historical Society, and to the valuable collection edited 
by Peter Force. 








WPiterary Intelligence. 


A Rare Brocrarntoat Work.—Messrs. Crosby, Nichols & Co. announce 
“ A Memoir, Biographical and Genealogical, of Sir John Leverett, Governor 
of Massachusetts, 1673-9; of Hon. John Leverett, Judge of the Supreme 
Court, and eighth President of Harvard College; Frederic P. Leverett, Esq., 
author of Latin Lexicon; and of the connexion generally,” as in press, and 
will be published in a few days. This work includes notices of Hon. See. 
Addington, Hon. Elisha Cooke, Sen. and Jun., Hon. Judge Byfield, Hon, 
Leverett Saltonstall, and of many other notable names in colonial and later 
times. This work will be issued in a fine style of typography, on superfine 
paper, with a large clear type.—Boston Transcript. 


In a few months, the Appletons will publish in one volume large 8vo, the 
whole Poetical Writings of Mrs. Estelle A. Lewis, of Brooklyn. Of these 
poems a considerable portion has already been published, viz. : “ Records of 
the Heart,” “‘ The Child of the Sea,” and “‘ Myths of the Minstrel.” Two of 
these separate volumes have reached a mend and the other a third edition.” 
Mrs. Lewis writes poetry with feeling, enthusiasm, taste, and heart. The 
volume will be attractive in other respects, as it will contain a number of 
illustrations, (besides a portrait by Elliott,) finely engraved in the line man- 
ner, by Darley, Richards, Cheney, Huntington, Durand. H. K. Brown, Smi- 
ley, Chappell, and others. This beautiful volume, so rich in spoils won from 
the kindred realms of Poetry and Painting, will appear in November.—J. 
Y. Times. 


Mr. Redfield has in press the outline designs by Darley for Judd’s novel, 
Margaret, a work strictly American in its character and illustrative of rural 
life in the early period of our national history. Mr. Darley’s illustrations of 
Margaret have been well known for some time in artistic cireles here, and 
have met with the highest approval. They are about the size of his outline 
illustrations of Rip Van Winkle and the Legend of Sleepy Hollow, and will 
form a handsome folio volume.—Tribune. 

Mr. Redfield has likewise in hand a translation by Mr. Thomas Balch of 
Philadelphia, editor of the “Shippen Papers,” of the Life of Washington, by 
Professor De Witt of Paris, son-in-law of M. Guizot. M. De Witt is a descen- 
dant of the great Duteh Minister of State of the same name. The present 
biography is preceded by a new and able essay on the character and genius 
of the Father of the Republic.—Jdem. 


Harvard College now numbers in all its Libraries more than 100,000 vol- 
umes. Seventy thousand books and 30,000 pamphlets constitute the Publie 
Library in Gore Hall. Mr. Sibley, the Librarian, has made an appeal to the 
public for further donations, as its shelves cannot be greatly enriched by pur- 
chase in consequence of the limited fund at the disposal of the Library for 
such purposes. This fund yields now but little more than $300 per annum.

Sir John Bowring is preparing for the = an account of the Colony of 
Hong Kong, its history, present state, and prospects, especially with refer- 
ence to the Chinese population, cheir religion, habits, superstitions, and social 
condition. Before 1841, when the island was ceded to the British, the popu- 
lation consisted principally of fishermen (having a piratical reputation), seat- 
tered along the southern side. The Chinese inhabitants now amount to 
72,000. The colony which for many years annually drew from 20,0002. to 
40,1002. from Parliamentary grants in aid, is now self-supporting, and has a 
handsome surplus revenue. In the year 1855 no less than 600,000 tons of 
shipping entered the harbor. There are few examples of such rapidly grow- 
ing prosperity,—and the story of such a colony deserves to be told in detail. 
—Atheneum. 


Tue Titte To A Trtte.—We learn from the Bibliographie de la France, of 
June 28th, that M. Jules Gerard, the famous lion-killer, has been party to an 
action involving some of the nicer points of literary property. Gerard has 
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written two books based upon his African adventures The first, which 
was called “Les Chasses de U Algerie” (Ilunting in Algiers), he sold to the 
publishing house of Jaccottet & Bourdillat, with the right to make as many 
new editions as they might see fit, and with the privilege, also, of modifying 
the title. Subsequently Gerard prepared his second work, which he called 
«Le Tueur de Lions” (The Lion-killer), and submitted to the same firm. 
After some delay, they declined its publication, and returned the MS., with- 
out expressing any objection on the ground of its being an infringement upon 
the copyright of the first book. “ Ze Tweur de Lions” wa’ then published in 
the Moniteur, and afterwards in book form, by Hachette, who purchased it. 
The second book being more personal in its character, relating Gerard’s indi- 
vidual adventures, became popular at once, and Jaccottet & Bourdillat then 
availed themselves of the privilege above referred to, and added to their book 
the secondary title of Le Tueur de Lions, upon which Gerard and Hachette 
commenced an action against them. The decision is based upon reasoning, 
of which the following is an abstract: Though the two works had a certain 
analogy in some points, it could not very well have been otherwise, for in 
treating of hunting in Algiers, the hunter could searcely avoid availing him- 
self of his own experience, and this experience necessarily made a portion of 
the history of his life. But such points of similarity do not constitute an 
illicit reproduction of a work. It was also held on the evidence that “ Le 
Tueur de Lions” had not been prejudicial to “ Les Chasses de? Algerie.” In 
relation to the disputed title, the proof was clear that the second (Tweur de 
Lions) had not been used on the first work, until the publishers learned that 
it was the title of Gerard’s “ Life”—and the court held that the privilege to 
modify the title did not justify the use of one that was properly ouly appli- 
cable to another book, and that the application of this one, which had become 
another name for Gerard, to a more general, and sometimes theoretical dis- 
quisition on hunting in Algiers, was a deception calculated to mislead the 

ublic, and to compromise the author. Damages against Jaccottet & Bour- 
villat, 400 franes. They were also restrained from using the titlh— Zueur 
de Lions.” 

The same number of the Bibliographie de la France gives the first two arti- 
cles of the copyright treaty between France and Saxony, promulgated by 
Imperial decree of May 19th, 1856. The treaty presents no peculiar 
features. 


Coprrienut iw Germany —The subdivision to infinity of the German States 
mekes itself felt in everything, but most especially in questions involving 
literary property. The United Publishers’ Association of Germany some 
time since memorialized the Government of Saxony upon this subject. It is 

articularly in relation to the works of dead authors that there are enormous 
ifferenves in the laws of the various States. In Austria the right is pro- 
rogued to the 19th October, 1856 ; in Prussia, to 11th June, 1867; in Bruns- 
wick, to 1st Jan., 1872; in Saxony, to 22d Feb., 1874. In some States there 
is no date fixed, and the publishers do not know how to act. The convention 
of the 19th June, 1837, provided that all works that had appeared previous 
to that year should be protected till 187. That was reasonable, since the 
rinciple of property in literature is so generally recognized at the present 
 ; it should be systematically regulated, that publishers and authors might 
not live in so much uncertainty.—Athéneum Frangais, June 28. 


A Marryr or Screvce.—Alexandre Tinconi, fifty years of age, originally 
from Constantinople, and a man of letters, was recently found dead in Paris, 
in the modest lodgings which he occupied, No. 7 Rue des Vieux Augustins. 
The commissary of police was immediately summoned, and betook himself to 
the spot, accompanied by a physician. It was proved beyond doubt that 
Alexandre Tinconi had died of starvation. It was not want, however, that 
put an end to his existence, for at the time of his death he enjoyed a very 
considerable income; but, absorbed by his love of science, he forgot that 
man hasa body no less than a soul to provide for, and would pass whole days 
together without taking food 7 

His dead body was found extended on a pile of books and manuscripts in 
every known language under the sun. His lodgings were full of them, and 
in some of the rooms this Babel of literature touched the ceiling. 

Alexandre Tinconi spoke twelve languages, and was well skilled in many 
more, Ile had filled the highest posts of honor; rank and wealth were his, 
but he had renounced everything from pure love of science. The state of 
disorder in which his rooms were found is indescribable As for his persoual 
appearance, it was worse yet. For the last two years of his life he had neither 
changed his linen nor his clothing. His body was completely emaciated. 
On seeing him in this condition, one of his fellow-countrymen, who had known 
him when he occupied the post of ambassador, exclaimed. “ Is that really 
ee I used - see so richly clad, glittering with gold and precious stones, 
and keeping such a crowd of eager but respectful suitors waiting in hi 2- 
yn | ‘ g I g in his ante 

In the lodgings of the deceased were found a great number of rare and 
curious objects—arms from all the countries of the East, real Damascus blades 

you could roll up like a ribbon, Malay creases, &c., de. Among the ob- 

ts most worthy of note was a complete collection of autographs of all the 
most distinguished wits, savans and men of letters in Europe. By his will, 
the late Alexandre Tinconi left to the Mazarine Library six manuscripts which 
would seem to be of great value. As for his fortune, he ordered that it 
should be divided between the poor and the church of Les Petits Peres. — 
Evening Post. .

These learned , 
brothers give the hope that their Dictionary will now progress more 
Slow as it is, however, it is a‘ Dampfkutsche” (steam carriage) com 
the “ Dictionnaire de l'Académie Francaise’ It was handed overin the’ 
1836 to the tender mercies of a commission, the members of whieh, six in 
number, began their labors in that year, and have steadily pursued their 
arduous task up to the present time. Each commissioner received 1200 
franes a-year for his trouble, making a total of 144,000 franes expended on 
the work up to this year, which, in the month of June, had been b 
down to the word ‘ Affectionnée.” At this rate we may fairly prophesy 
that, even if the “ Dictionnaire de l’Académie Frangaise,” when completed, bé 
not valuable, it will at least be costly. 
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From the London Literary Gazette, to which we are often indebted for interesting 

literary items, we extract the following :— 

In an approaching book sale at Paris, two works which would forme 
desirable addition to some great public library are to be offered. One isa 
Chinese Dictionary of the Chinese Language, in not fewer than one hundred 
and thirty volumes; the other is a Chinese encyclopedia called “ When hian 


thoung khao” (General Examination of Writings and of Sages,) in ninety-six a

The Imperial Printing Office of Vienna having recently produced an im- 4 


portant work, the “ Austrian Flora,” the plates in which are produced by the 
newly discovered “nature printing system,” has sent a copy of it to the 
Academy of Sciences of Paris, with the request that the Academy will give . tay 
an opinion as to the value of that system of illustration applied to works see 
natural history. The Academy has nominated a committee, consisting of 
Pouillet, M. Decaisne, and M. Payer, to examine into and report on the mat- 
ter. 


A series of Polish novels and romances is now being published in Prague, 
which is likely to be very interesting. The first number ¢ontains Phy 
and Jaryna,” a descriptive tale of peasant life and manners in Poland: it 
by Krazewski, and though not the cleverest story from the pen of this pro- 
lific author, has yet so much beauty and interest in it, as to have already 
tempted Russian, Bohemian, and French translators to reproduce it in’ the 
languages of their respective countries. Monsieur Krazewski is not yet 
forty-four years of age, and has already written upwards of a hundred vol- 
umes of novels and histories, including descriptions of Lithuania, Wilna, @@ 
He was for twelve years editor of the Polish “ Atheneum,” and during tha 
time contributed innumerable tales for its pages, not included in the above 
enumeration of his works. 
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The third volume of Hauser’s “ History of Germany, from the Death’ of 
Frederick the Great to the Foundation of the German Confederation,” ‘has 
just been brought out in Berlin; it reaghes to the flight of Napoleon from 
Russia in 1812. The fourth and completing volume is promised in the 
of two or three months. This work contains much rare and original matt. 
drawn from private sources hitherto inaccessible to the public. The matter 
contained in the first two volumes, and which has already been before the: 
public for some time, is full of interest and value. ‘ 


A biographical periodical, under the title of “Biographen von Moderneme 7 
Classikern,” which is published in Cassel, in the Electorate of Hesse, gives, im % 
its last number, sketches of the lives of Floton, Verdi, and Mercandante, with 
lithographed portraits of the first two composers. There have al ap-

Hoyts on THE Preparation or “ Cory.”—-In preparing and bringing out a 
book for publication, a great number of persons are employed ; each of them 
having to use more or less the brain, the hand, and the eye; to call into 
acticn the principles of mind, mechanism and taste; to occupy, in short, his 
special department of duty and toil. For our present purpose, however, we 
will mention only three agents who play a prominent though an unequal 

in the production of a book, and who have particularly to do with the 
mode in which it is executed. These are the author, the compositor, and 
the proof-reader; the producer of the ideas, the arranger of the types, and 
the corrector of the typographic errors. 

Let us suppose, then, that the writer of a work, instead of transcribing it 
as many times as would be requisite for the perusal of his friends or his 

~men, is desirous of saving himself this trouble, and of having a large

this step, ascertain whether his manuscript—or, as it is technically 
called, “ the maybe in a’suitable condition for being made out by the 
and, the proof-reader.

He will see whether 
the interlineations, if there be any, have been introduced with sufficient 
distinctness, Should he make additions in the margin, or on the opposite or 
a separate leaf, he will mark with a caret the place of insertion, and sa 
whether they are designed as text for the body of the matter, or as notes for 
the foot of the page; putting such or any other direction within a cirele, 
that it may be readily noticed. If points have been omitted, he will suppl 
them; if erroneously made, correct them. All words and phrases, whie “ 
for his own ease, he has abbreviated, he will write in full; and, at the com- 
mencement of any sentence meant to begin a new paragraph, but not dis- 
tinctly exhibited as such, he will put the mark (§) appropriated for that 
purpose, 
. If however, after all this care, an author find, on re-inspection, that the 
manuscript cannot without difficulty be deciphered, he will either fairly 
transcribe it himself, or cause it to be transcribed by a good penman. Tle, 
or his amanuensis, will write on only one side of the paper, and mark the 
number of each page, that the eopy may admit of being cut into portions; 
put, if necessary, into the hands of several compositors; and, after having 
been set up, be re-arranged inits proper order. He will see that the orthog- 
raphy, the capitals, and the points, which were perhaps imperfectly at- 
tended to in the original manuscript, be all conformed to the best usages of 
the present day. He will distinguish the paragraphs by commencing each 
in a new line, and putting its first word at a greater distance from the edge 
of the paper, at the left hand, than the other lines, to prevent sentences 
which should be separated from being brought together, or those which 
should be joined from being separated. On no account should the para- 
graphing be left to the compositor; it being unreasonable to expect him to 
perform a species of work for which no remuneration is given, and which 
peculiarly devolves on the writer himself. 
In the observations just made, we have assumed that an author takes all 

ssible care to make his manuscript clear and legible ; and, no doubt, many 
Shemey gentlemen are not ashamed to do their own work, instead of leaving 
it to be done, at the imminent hazard of mistakes, by the compositor and the 
proof-reader. But it is a well-known fact, at least to those conversant with 
subjects relating to the press, that manuscripts designed for publication are 
often found written so carelessly, or with so little regard to any system of 
capitalizing and punctuation, as to render the labor of printing them vexa- 
tious, unsatisfactory, and unproductive,—first to the compositor, who, after 
coming to many a dead halt, and troubling ad nauseam his fellow-workmen, 
in attempting to decipher the copy, is obliged to creep his “slow length 
along,” with all the patience that may be supplied by the prospect of miser- 
able earnings; then to the corrector of the press, who, whatever may be his 
literary qualifications, is certainly not familiar with the unexpressed thoughts 
of authors, and cannot find an explanation of their flourishes, their half- 
written words, or their peculiar hieroglyphics, in any of the dictionaries at 
his command ; and lastly to the master-printer, whose material is blocked up 
by the slow progress of the work in question, and whose pockets sometimes 
suffer from the cancelling of pages, which is not unfrequently as much at- 
tributable to scratches of the pen as to “errors of the press,”—as much 
owing to the carelessness of the author or his amanuensis, as to the incom- 
petency of the printer or his workmen. We do not mean to apologize for 
the blunders of compositors, or to exeuse the negligence and ignorance of 
proof-readers, but merely to express our sense of the injustice done to the 
profession of typography, when authors who have written illegibly, or whe 
have themselves examined the proof-sheets without detecting mistakes, 
throw the whole responsibility on the shoulders of others. 


As a justification of our hardihood in thus laying down to authors in- 
structions so minute and yet so obvious, we quote a paragraph, which has 
recently appeared in an English newspaper, showing the gross carelessness 
and utter want of thought manifested, on the part of some writers, in pre- 
paring their works for publication. The case referred to is, indeed, an 
extreme one; but its main feature—the illegibility of the copy—unhappily 
characterizes the manuscripts of many other distinguished men. 

“The late Sharon Turner, author of the ‘History of the Anglo-Saxons,’ 
who received three hundred a year from Government as a literary pension, 
wrote the third volume of his ‘Sacred History of the World’ upon paper 
which did not cost him a farthing. The copy consisted of torn and pose! 
fragments of letters and notes; of covers of periodicals,—gray, drab, or green, 
—written in thick, round hand over asmall print ; of shreds of curling paper, 
unctuous with pomatum or bear’s grease; and of the white wrappers im 
which his proofs were sent from the printers. The paper, sometimes as thin 
as a bank-note, was written on both sides; and was so sodden with ink, 

lastered on with a pen worn to a stump, that hours were frequently wasted 
in discovering on which side of it certain sentences were written. Men con- 
demned to work on it saw their dinner vanishing in illimitable perspective; 
One poor 
fellow assured the writer of this paper, that he could not earn enough upon 
it to pay his rent, and that he had seven mouths to fill besides his own. In 
the hope of mending matters in some degree, slips of stout white paper were 
sent frequently with the proofs; but the good gentleman could not afford to 
use them, and they never came back as copy,”— Wilson's Punctuation. 


The Revue des Deux Mondes published some time ago a paper disclosing 
the pitiable style in which some literary works were concocted. A curious 
instance of this is adduced by a French paper. In“every circulating library 
in France may be had on application a novel of a well-known author, in the 
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middle of which two pages are wanting, the manuscript having been lost 
during the process of composition. The publisher had not the slightest notion 
of paying the author to fill up the blank, and the writer, on the other hand, 
was equally averse to oblige him gratis. In this incomplete state the book 
has gone through several editions. The amusing part of the story, however, 
is that the readers never perceive the existence of the lacuna, and on 
seeing the book on a recent occasion the author was obliged to acknowledge 
to himself that the accidental omission was rather an improvement than 
otherwise. This reminds us of a story mentioned by a German critic, and 
related in the Blatter fiir Literdrische Unterhaltung. He had to write a review 
of a very popular novel. It was, like many fashionable English novels, in 
three volumes, and by a mistake of the binders the title-page of the first 
volume had been affixed to the third, and vice versé. As he was a man of 
orderly habits, he naturally began at what he considered the beginning, and 
thus went through the whole book more Hebraico, He never found out his 
mistake until one day a conversation with the author set the matter right.— 
London Critic. 

It is related in “‘ Andrews’ Anecdotes,” published in 1789, that the whole 
library of one of the Scilly Isles consisted, about fifty years before, of the 
Bible and the History of Dr. Faustus. The island was populous, and the 
Western peasants being seldom deficient in literature, the conjuror’s story had 
been handed from house to house, until, from perpetual thumbing, little of 
his enchantments, or his catastrophe, was legible. On this alarming con- 
juncture, a meeting was called of the principal inhabitants, and a proposal 
‘was made, and unanimously approved, that as soon as the season permitted 
any intercourse with Cornwall, a supply of books should be sent for. A de- 
bate now began, in order to ascertain what those books should be, and the 
result was, that an order should be transmitted to an eminent bookseller at 
Penzance, for him to send them another Dr. Faustus, 





Menage tells us that the tutor of a young French nobleman, as he was 
playing at tennis one day, at an estate near Saumur, casting his eyes on the 
racquet in his hand, saw some writing on the parchment which covered it, 
and having perused it with attention, found it to be a part of one of the lost 
books of Livy. He immediately enquired for the racquetmaker, but found, 
to his great mortification, that what he had seen was the last remains of a 
collection of manuscripts, which were all made up for racquets, and dispersed 
all over the kingdom.—Andrews’ Anecdotes. 


A poor vicar, in a very remote province, had, on some popular occasion, 
preached a sermon so exceedingly acceptable to his parishioners, that they 
entreated him to print it, which, after due and solemn deliberation, he 

mised to do. This was the most remarkable incident of his life, and filled 

is mind with a thousand fancies. The conclusion, however, of all his con- 
sultations with himself was that he should obtain both fame and money, and 
that a journey to the metropolis to direct and superintend the great concern, 
was iiipenable. After taking a formal leave of his friends and neighbors, 
he proceeded on his journey. On his arrival in town, by great good fortune 
he was recommended to that worthy and excellent Mr. bouyer, to whom he 
triumphantly related the object of his journey. The printer agreed to his 
proposals, and required to know how many copies he would choose to have 
struck off. “Why, sir,” returned the clergyman, “I have calculated that 
there are in the kingdom so many thousand parishes, and that each parish 
will at least take one, and others more; so that I think we may venture to 
print about thirty-five or thirty-six thousand copies.” The printer bowed, 
the matter was settled, and the Reverend author departed in high spirits to 
hishome. With much difficulty and great self-denial, a period of about two 
months was suffered to pass, when his golden visions so tormented his imagi- 
nation, that he could endure it no longer, and accordingly wrote to Mr, 
Bowyer, desiring him to send the debtor and creditor account, most liberally 
permitting the remittances to be forwarded at Mr. B.’s convenience. Judge 
of the astonishment, tribulation and anguish, excited by the receipt of the 
following account, or something very much resembling it.

The Opera of Norma is the first of a series to be called “ Ditson’s Edition 
of Standard Operas.” Here we have the vocal score complete, with piano- 
forte accompaniment, of the great modern Italian lyric tragedy, which has 
made the fame of Grisi and so many prime donne, ond which put the crown 
on Bellini’s reputation. Its popularity has been almost unbounded ; and is it 
not the fertile treasury whence were drawn year after year the cavatina for

And we can freely say that Mr. Ditson, at the low price of three dollars, has 
here made this opera accessible to almost every music-lover, and in a form 
convenient and beautiful; type small but very clear and neatly, elegantly 
eut; good paper; good shape, namely, a small quarto; and a substantial 
binding with old Gothic-looking illuminated sides and red edges.
